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HELD TO THE DISTRICT COURT
Aubarn Herald,

Last week the Herald eontained an
account of the arrest of Thomas J. Ma-
jors, jr., and Frank McKinney, on the
charge of stathtory rape upon the per-
gon of Rath Ellss, the 15-year-old
daughter of Pref. G, W, Ellis, late of
our public schoels, and formerly one of
the fuculty of the State Normal scheoi
at Peru, The day fellowing the offlcers
arrested Roy King of Shubert. A war-
rant was alse issued for the arrest ef
Hallie Majors, sen of W, E. Majors, of
Peru, but he had getten wind of the
affair and left fer parts unknewn. It
was reported that he was arrested at
St. Leuis, but the report Ilacks verif-
catien.

The preliminary examination was
begun on Saturday, the ceurt taking up
the hearing of Me¢Kinney first. Ceunty
Attorney Ferneau, W, H, Kelligar of
this city, and Judge Sloan of Nebraska
City appeared for the prosecution, and
the defense waa represented by G. W,
Cernell of Auburn and T. L. Hall of
Falls Civy.

Promptly at the time set fer the
hearing the court roem was packed by
a curious crowd who were attracted by
the sensational nature ef the testime-
ny, and notwitbhstanding the inten
heat the crewd grew larger as the
progressed, MoKinney plead notguil
ty to the charge.

The girl was the first witness to
examined. She is a mere child, th
and pale faced, and does net loek te
& day over 44 years of age. Naturall
the sight of her amd thomght of h
condition execited the sympathy of th
people. Her svidence was damaging
to the defense. A large number of
witnssses were etqmined beth fer the

State and for the defense, and the law-

yers fought at almost every point over
the admission eof testimeny, during
which some hot werds were exchanged
by the ceunsel, and several stirring
scenes were enucted. The testimony
was not concluded until Menday after~
roon, when Judge Lambert, who pre=~
sided im the case, beund McKinney
over to the district court, fixing his
bond at $2,600. Owing to the shert
time intervening until the districs
court, he made no effert te precure bail
and went te jail,

Thegpreliminary hearing of young

. Majers was then begun, which was

mostly a repetition of the former hear-
ing. The evidence was very streag
against Majors, and bail for his appear-
ance in district court was fixed at
$3,000.

After Majors’ hearing, which ended
Tuesday afternoon, jRoy King was
breught into court on the same charge,
The girl gave her evidence, which was
deemed sufficient to held King te the
district court, and his bond was placed
$3.000., Majors and King furnished
bonds for appearance.

One of the witnesses in the case was
W. J. Abrams of Peru—a man of
nearly 60 years of age. His evidence
and that of others clesely implicated
him in the case. From what was said
it was generally believed that he was
one of the guilty parties, and indigna-
tion for a time sagainet the man ran
very high, Abrams left town as soon
49 he was excused from the witness

stand, aud it is reported he wesnt to

Texas. If the man had remained here
ever night the incensed peeple would
no doubt have taken the law iute their
own hands and at least treated the
wretch to a coat of tar and feathers.
He is charged with offense against a
number of little girls in this city and
Aunburn,
